cal force.” The True Wesleyan relates the 
following incident as illustrative of the success 
of the model establishment:— 

A member of the community, believing he 
could he as happy elsewhere, and wishing to 
observe the Bible rule of not going out empty 
—the community does not acknowledge the 
validity of the Bible—he took a cart and oxen 
and loaded with wheat which he intended 
should make glad bis new home. Now came 
the test of the new law of society; he was 
remonstrated with, and the power of moral 
suasion was brought to hear upon him with¬ 
out effect; the love of wheat bread was strong¬ 
er than the law of non-resistance, and off he 
moved with his load of wheat. When moral 
suasion bad so signally failed, an appeal was 
made to the civil law, and an attachment was 
issued for the arrest of the property, but it 
was found, os they owned all things in com¬ 
mon, without distinct individual titles, the 
law could not reach the case, for no man 
could prove a better title to the wheat than 
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American Slavery as it is.—Decisio* ot 
Judge Ruffin* of N. Carolina. 

It has been said that slavery in fact is fc«C 
what it is m law ,—that the law is not execu¬ 
ted ; also that the slaves are not exclusively stall 
totally under the control of the owner and 
possessor; that the relation of slavery i» sim¬ 
ilar to the family relation, and that slave* 
have legal protection. The following deeis* 
toil of a J udge of the Supreme Court of North 
Carolina, made in 1829, before the anti-sla¬ 
very cause was commenced', is taken from 
“ IP heeler’s Law of Slavery,” a work of great 
ability which is strongly recommended by 
Judge Hitchcock of Alabama, “particularly 
to the Southern Bar of the United States.”-— 
This decision probably contains the most re¬ 
liable and Correct view of slavery that can be 
found. Judge R. was under the necessity of 
telling the truth fully, in vindication of him¬ 
self for reluctantly discharging his revoking 
duty as a Judge. And it should be remember¬ 
ed that the legal condition of the slave* in all 
the slave states is essentially the same. Read, 
reflect, and ask others to do the same, then act 
for the slaves. 

The Slate vs. Mann. — Dec. T. 1S29. 2 Dev- 
ereux’s North Carolina llep. 263. 

The defendant was indicted for an assault 
and battery upon Lydia, the slave of one 
Elizabeth Jj>nes, On the trial it appeared, 
that the defendant had hired the slave for a 
year; that during the term the slave had com¬ 
mitted some small offence, for which the de¬ 
fendant undertook to Chastise her; that while 
in the act of so doing, the slave ran off; where¬ 
upon the defendant called upon her to stop, 
which being refused, he shot at and wounded 
her. The judge in the court below charged 
the jury, that if they believed the punishment 
inflicted by the defendant was cruel and un¬ 
warrantable, and disproportionate to the of¬ 
fence committed by the slave, that in law the 
defendant was guilty, as he had only a special 
property in the slave. A verdict was return¬ 
ed for the state, and the defendant appealed. 

Per Cur. lluffin J. A judge cannot but 
lament, when such cases as the present are 
brought into judgment. It is impossible that 
the reasons on which they go can be appreci¬ 
ated, but .where institutions similar to our 
own exist, and are thoroughly understood.— 
The struggle, too, in the judge’s own breast 
between the feelings of the man, and the duty 
of the magistrate, is a severe one, presenting 
strong temptation to put aside such questions, 
if it be possible. It is useless, however, to 
complain of things inherent in our political 
state. Atid it is criminal in a court to avoid 
any responsibility which the laws impose.— 
With whatever reluctance, therefore, it is 
done, the court is compelled to express an 
opinion upon the extent of the dominion of 
the master over the slave in North Carolina. 
The indictment charges a battery on Lydia, a 
slave of Elizabeth Jones. Upon the face of 
the indictment, the case is the same as The 
State v. Hall, 2 Hawks’ Rep. 582. No fault 
is found with the rule then adopted, nor would 
be, if it were now open. But it is not open; 
for the question as it relates to battery on a 
slave by a stranger is considered as settled by 
that case. But the evidence makes this a dif¬ 
ferent case. Here the Slave had been hired 
by the defendant, and was in his possession; 
and the battery was Committed during the pe¬ 
riod of hiring. With the liabilities of the 
hirer to the general owner, for an injury per¬ 
manently impairing the value of the slave, no 
rule now laid dovni is intended to interfere. 
That is left upon the general doctrine of bail¬ 
ment. The inquiry here is, whether a cruel 
and unreasonable battery on a slave, by the 
hirer, is indictable. The judge below in¬ 
structed the jury, that it is. He seems to 
have put it on the ground, that the defendant 
had hut a speeial property. Our laws uni¬ 
formly treat the master or other person hav¬ 
ing the possession and command of the slave, 
as entitled to the same extent of authority.— 
The object is the same, the service of the 
slave; and the same powers must be confided. 
Ill a criminal proceeding, and indeed in ref¬ 
erence to all other persons but the general 
owner, the hirer and possessor of the slave 
in relation to both rights and duties, is, for 
the time being, the owner. This opinion 
would, perhaps, dispose of this particular 
case; because the indictment, which charges 
a battery upon the slave of Elizabeth Jones, 
is not supported by proof of a battery upon 
defendant’s own slave; since different justifi¬ 
cations may be applicable to the two cases.— 
But upon the general question, whether the 
owner is answerable eriminaliter, for a bat¬ 
tery upon his own slave, or other exercise of 
authority or force, not forbidden by statute, 
the court entertains but little doubt. That 
he is so liable, has never been decided; nor, 
as far as is known, been hitherto contended. 
There has been no prosecutions of the sort.— 
The established habits and uniform practice 
of the country in this respect, is the best evi¬ 
dence of the portion ofi power deemed by the 
whole community requisite to the preserva¬ 
tion of the master’s dominion. If we thought 
differently, we could not set our notions in 
array against the judgment ofi every body else, 
and say that this, or that authority, may be 
safely looped off. This has indeed been as¬ 
similated at the bar to the other domestic re¬ 
lations; and arguments drawn from the well- 
established principles, which confer and re¬ 
strain the authority of the parent over tho 
child, the tutor over the pupil, the master 
over the appreutice, have been pressed on ms. 
'('lie court does not recognize their applica¬ 
tion. There is no likeness between the eases. 
They are in opposition to each other, and 
there is an impassable gulf between them.— 
The difference is, that which exists between 
freedom aud slavery—and a greater cannot be 
imagined. In the One, the end in,view is the 
happiness of the youth, born to equal rights 
with that governer, on whom the duty de¬ 
volves of training the young to usefulness, in 
a station which he is afterwards to assume 
among freemen. To such ail end, and with 
such a subject, moral and intellectual instruc¬ 
tion seem the natural means; and for the most 
part, they are found to suffice. Moderate 
force is superadded, only to make the others 
effectual. If that fail, it is better to leave the 
party to his own headstrong passions, aud the 
ultimate correction of the law, than to allow 
it to be immoderately inflicted by a private 
person. With slavery it is far otherwise.— 
The end is the profit of the master, his secur¬ 
ity and the public safety; the subject, one 
doomed in his own person, and his posterity, 
to live without knowledge, and without the 
capacity to make any thing his own, ami to 
toil thut another may reap the fruits. What 
moral considerations shall be addressed: to 
such a being, to convince him what, it is im¬ 
possible but that the most stupid must feel 
and know can never ho true; that be is thus 
to labor upon a principle of natural duty, or 
for the sake of his own personal happiness, 
such services can only be expected from one 
who has no will of his own; who surrenders 
his will in implicit obedience to that of anoth¬ 
er. Such obedience is the consequence miff 
of uncontrolled authority over the body, There 
is nothing else which can operate to produce 
the effect. The power of the master mutt be 
absolute , to render the submission of the slave 
perfect. I most freely confess my sense of 







the harshness, of this proposition. I feel it its 
deeply as any man can. And as a principle 
of tporal right, every person in his retirement 
mast repmlUte it. lint in the actual condi¬ 
tion of tfiinp, it must be so. There is no 
remedy. This discipline belongs to the state 
of slavery. They cannot be disunited, with¬ 
out abrogating at once the rights of the IIS 
ter, and absolving the slave from his subjec¬ 
tion. It constitutes the curse of slavery 
both the bond and the free portions of o

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population. But it is Inherent in the relation 
of master and slave. That there may be par¬ 
ticular instances of cruelty and deliberate bar¬ 
barity, where in conscience the law might 
properly interfere, is most probable. 

'l ho difficulty is to determine, where a 
court may "properly begin. Merely in the ab¬ 
stract it may well be asked, which power of 
the master accords with right. The answer 1 
will probably sweep away nil of them. Bi 
we cannot look at the matter in that light.- 
The truth it, that we are forbidden to enter 
upon a train of general reasoning on the sub¬ 
ject. We cannot allow the right of the master 
to be brought into discussion in the courts of\ 
justice. The slave , to remain a slave, must 
,be made sensible that there is no appeal from 
his master; that his person is. in no instance, 
usurped; hut is conferred by the laws of man, 
at least; if not by the laws of God. The dan¬ 
ger would be great indeed, if the tribunals of 
Justice should be called on to graduate 'he I 
punishment appropriate to every temper 
every dereliction*of menial duty. No 
can anticipate the many aggravated provoca¬ 
tions of the master which the slave would be 
constantly stimulated, by iiis own passions, or 
the instigation of others, to give; or the con¬ 
sequent wrath of the master, prompting him 
to bloody vengeance, upon the turbulent trai¬ 
tor; a vengeance generally practiced with 
Impunity, by reason of its privacy. The court, 
therefore, disfcktims the power of changing 
the relation in which these pnrts of people 
Stand to each other. 

I repeat, that I would gladly have avoided 
this ungrateful question. But being brought 
to it, the court is compelled to declare, that 
while slavery exists amongst us in its present 
state, ; or until it shall seem fit to the legisla¬ 
ture to interpose express enactments to the 
contrary, it will be the imperative duty of the 
judges to recognize the full dominion of the 
owner over the slave, except where the exer¬ 
cise of it is forbidden by statute. And this 
we do upon the ground, that this dominion is 
essential to the value of slaves as property, to 
the security of the master, and the public- 
tranquility, greatly dependent upon their sub¬ 
ordination; and, in fine, ns most effectually 
securing the general protection and comfort of 
the slaves themselves. Judgment below re¬

“Passing through Baronne street about 
noon yesterday, a crowd composed of men, 


women and children attracted our attention. 
The object of their curiosity, or rather of their 
pity, we found to be a delicate-looking mulat¬ 
to boy, about ten years old. An old negro on 
one side, and a stick on the other, supported 
him, as he endeavored to move along, though 
it was evident that any motion, however slow, 
was too much for his prostrate physical pow¬ 
ers. We inquired what was the matter with 
the boy, and were answered by his shirt be¬ 
ing raised up off from bis back, and heavens! 
how expressive of fiendish cruelty was the 
spectacle that presented itself! The poor 
boy’s back and body were a mass of raw, 
trembling, skinless, parti-putrid, lacerated 
flesh! Ravines, as it were, in his carcase, 
had been cut by the lash, and he appeared, 
altogether, a victim of the most wanton and 
heartless cruelty which it was possible for 
other than a fiend to inflict. All wo could 
learn of this monstrous cruelty we hud from 
the old negro who helped the poor boy along; 
we give it for what it is worth, promising that 
we shall seek for the authentic facts of the 
case and lay them before the public. 

The old negro said that he nnd the boy be- j 
longed to C. Donuibourg, who lives at the 
corner of Annuuciation ttud Richard streets; 
that Donuibourg lust a watch, anil charged 
the boy with stealing it. Some ten or four¬ 
teen days since he had put him in the police 
jail of the First Municipality, and there, by 
his order, says the old man, was the inhuman 
punishment inflicted on him. The boy hi 
self says he received twenty-five lashes a day 
from the day he was imprisoned till Thurs¬ 
day last. The old man, by direction of his 
toaster, was taking hint home; but two citi¬ 
zens, seeing that he must die by the way, in¬ 
formed Recorder Baldwin of his condition, 
who promptly had him taken to the police of¬ 
fice, where he was examined by Dr. Picton. 
As the doctor examined the wounds, they 
were necessarily exposed to the bystanders, 
who, by an involuntary exclamation, express¬ 
ed their hidiguation against his torturer. The 
doctor pronmtuced the boy in a precarious 
condition, but said that by proper treatment 
he might recover, and advised that he be sent 
to the Charity Hospital. The Recorder or¬ 
dered that he be immediately taken there, and 
thither was he carried by the police 
ter, his back upwards.’’

If they should show 
his letters and quote his own words in confir¬ 
mation, you would still say that though there 
seems tn he evidence that your friend counte¬ 
nanced the deed, yet that il cannot be, 
you would wish it were in your power to 
the sophistry asunder, and show io the w 
ihe manly heart of this individual. Precisely 
so, said Dr. B., the mind is affected by effort- 
lo prove that the Bible sancliona slavery—a 
system nt which our hearts recoil. If the 
Bible sanctions slavery, God does. Bui God
